This is in response to your February 25, 2019, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 
552, request to the Bureau of Industry and Security (BIS) for a FOIA request log covering 2018, 
which includes a field showing the subject of each request and a field for the final disposition. 

BIS has completed its review of your request and located 7 pages of records and they are being 
released in part. The portions that are being withheld are under FOIA exemptions (b)(3) based 
on information protected under Section 1761(h) of the Export Control Reform Act of 2018, 
which protects information concerning export license applications, (b)(5) based on inter-agency 
and intra-agency documents that are both pre-decisional and deliberative, (b)(6) based on privacy 
act information, (b)(7)(c) based on enforcement personnel information, (b)(7)(c) provides 
protection from identifying a confidential source, and (b)(7)(e) based on investigative procedures 
and techniques protected for law enforcement reasons.
